Mayor Richard A. Cohen called a rare joint meeting 
of the Town Council and School Committee on Friday, 
January 24th in the Community Room of the Agawam 
Public Library to address the fiscal emergency facing 
Massachusetts and how it will affect Agawam. 

Town Council President Gina Letellier introduced 
State Representative Daniel Keenan and State 
Senator Linda Melconian, who produced first-hand 
testimony to the state’s fiscal plight. 

Keenan thanked Cohen for his interest in the cur¬ 
rent fiscal situation facing Massachusetts. 

He said, "The Commonwealth’s current fiscal crisis

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became apparent in September 2001. In the fiscal 
year ending on June 30, 2002, the Commonwealth’s 
tax collections dropped from the previous year by 
approximately $2.5 billion, a 15 percent reduction in 
collections. This revenue drop is unprecedented in 
Massachusetts history." 

As a means of comparison, Keenan referred to the 
last recession of the early 1990’s, when 
Massachusetts tax collections dropped by just $300 
million, or only 3.5 percent. 

Keenan outlined a three-pronged plan to bring the 
state through these unprecedented times. The plan 
included spending reductions, use of reserves, and 
tax increases. 

According to Keenan, since September 2001, the 
state has enacted spending reductions of approxi¬ 
mately $1.5 billion, used approximately $2.5 billion of 
reserves, and enacted tax increases of approximately 
$1.2 billion. 

But even with all these efforts, the state’s Fiscal 
Year 2003 deficit will be as much as $650 million, pre¬ 
suming that tax revenue shortfalls could be as high as 
$500 million and deficiencies as high as $150 million. 

Keenan stated, “These conditions present a severe 
test of our collective skills, wisdom, and resolve. In 
dealing with Governor Mitt Romney, our efforts will be 
focused on minimizing the impact on students’ educa¬ 
tion.” 

Because emergency reduction to local aid will be 
imminent, the Legislature, in partnership with 
Romney, has created parameters for such reduction. 
No more than one-third of this year’s budget shortfall 
will be offset by a reduction in aid to cities and towns, 
and no community’s budget will be reduced below 
foundation level education spending. 

Melconian addressed those assembled, discussing 
some of the reasons for the catastrophic revenue 
problem. She attributed some of the reduction to 
drops in the stock market and vastly lowered interest 
rates. 

She explained that taking monies from the reserve 
account is not a favorable approach to the budgetary 
shortfall because there is no mechanism to replace 
the monies Melconian discussed other considera¬ 
tions for meeting the huge shortfall, such as increas¬ 
ing the lottery tax by one percent, which would result 
in a large chunk of money, but could backfire by dis¬ 
couraging some people from playing the lottery. 

Other thoughts on the state’s fiscal dilemma have 
included the development of a Massachusetts casino, 
but Melconian pointed out that Connecticut would do 
almost anything to prevent this, even possibly paying

Massachusetts to keep from building a casino. 

Linda Galarneau, vice chairwoman of the School 
Committee, asked Melconian if surrounding cities and 
towns had proposed suggestions to resolve their fis¬ 
cal shortfalls. 

Melconian mentioned one example of such a rec¬ 
ommendation which would involve charging a fee for 
service, for example, for the removal of solid waste. 

And Superintendent of Schools Dr. Mary 
Czajkowski offered several possible ways to build up 
Agawam’s education budget, such as applying 
Medicaid from Special Education situations to 
Agawam’s education revenues. Until now, Medicaid 
payments have been applied to the general fund. 

There have been ongoing debates about whether 
to place these funds in the education budget, but 
Cohen said that it is appropriate to keep these monies 
In the general fund. 

Cohen instituted a budget freeze on January 16th 
for the school district and all other town departments. 
The budget freeze does not include contractual items, 
emergency repairs, and normal day-to-day opera¬ 
tions. It does not include the purchase of supplies and 
equipment. 

Cohen told TheAAN, “I arranged and called for this 
special meeting of Representative Keenan, Senator

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Melconian, the City Council, the School Committee, 
department heads, school administrators, and all 
employees who wished to attend in an effort to notify 
everyone as to the seriousness not only of the current 
budget, but also the significant ramifications on the 
next budget, Fiscal 2004.” 

Keenan projects that the present cuts will be 
between 3.5 percent and 10 percent, while Fiscal Year 
2004 cuts could be as high as 10 to 20 percent. 

Cohen added, “In my recent letter to Mitt Romney, 
which was supported by mayors of surrounding cities 
and towns, I expressed the thought that it is never too 
early to have .information needed for fiscal planning in 
these difficult economic times. My continued goal is to 
keep lines of communication open between Senator 
Melconian, Representative Keenan, and myself for 
the best possible information needed for fiscal plan¬ 
ning in these difficult economic times. My continued 
goal is to keep lines of communication open between 
Senator Melconian, Representative Keenan, and 
myself for the best possible information for our con¬ 
stituents." 

Dr. Czajkowski told us that she has asked 
Melconian to meet with the School Committee this 
week regarding the budget cuts and ways to offset the 
projected budget ax.

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Melconian 
announces loans to 
improve stormwater 

management 

Will allow town to control urban runoff 

Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) is 
pleased to announce that the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs has awarded the Town of 
Agawam a $314,000 low interest loan to fund the cre¬ 
ation of a stormwater management plan that will con¬ 
tain urban runoff to the Connecticut River. 

“Keeping Massachusetts waterways clean is vital 
to the future of our state’s water supply," Senator 
Melconian said. “This loan will allow Agawam to pre¬ 
vent the pollution of the Connecticut Riber through 
urban runoff, and protect the river from further dam¬ 
age.” 

The Executive Office of Environmental Affairs has 
awarded the loan to Agawam as part of the State 
Revolving Fund (SRF) Intended Use Plan, which pro¬ 
vides loans to communities, wastewater districts, and 
water suppliers to help strengthen environmental 
infrastructure on Massachusetts waterways. 

Agawam will use the $314,000 loan to fund a 
Stormwater Management plan that will enable the 
town to meet National Pollutant Discharge Elimination 
System requirements. This project will mitigate the 
negative effects of urban runoff to receiving waters 
and wetlands. 

Overall, 70 communities will receive more than 
$456 million in low interest loans for 85 environmen¬ 
tal projects as part of the SRF plan. These loans will 
ensure that Massachusetts residents continue to 
have a clean and abundant supply of water and that 
communities will have the necessary plans to control 
stormwater and wastewater.

For what is now going on four years, Americans 
have become disheartened by the stock market. 
About 30 months ago, it was generally expected that 
the downturn in prices was just a momentary correc¬ 
tion that would soon reverse. It did not happen that 
way. Then it was thought that stocks would rally after 
a one-year downturn, since stocks rarely decline two 
years in a row. Oops. Then the stock market had to go 
up after that, because it is almost unheard of for the 
stock market to go down three years in a row. That 
truism went out the window. What will happen in year 
four? 

As forecaster after forecaster falls on his or her 
proverbial sword trying to guess when the bear mar¬ 
ket will end, a certain truth comes out. There really is 
no good reason why stocks continue to decline. The 
economy is soft, but not so bad as to warrant the sec¬ 
ond worst bear market since the Civil War. The real 
reason that the stock market is in the doldrums is that 
people have lost faith in it. The reason they have lost 
faith in it is that the stock market has proven itself to 
be unfaithful. It has become disconnected from its 
own history and the economy. No wonder people 
don’t trust it. 

As a general rule, people place their trust in that 
which is trustworthy. If somebody or something vio¬ 
lates our trust, it may take a long time for us to learn 
to trust again, if we ever do. One of our challenges is 
the arena of trust is that trust can be so easily violat¬ 
ed. People let each other down all the time, even 
though much of the time we don’t mean to. Even 
nature itself can shake our confidence, if the storm is 
severe enough or if we experience an earthquake. 

There is Someone we can look to with unwavering 
confidence, however. We can put unlimited faith in the 
Lord, because He is always faithful. Faithfulness is an 
intrinsic quality of God’s character. In Psalm 111 it 
says, Praise the LORD. I will extol the LORD with 
all my heart in the council of the upright and in the

Time to consider a global 
investing strategy? 

With the recent inconsistency in the U.S. stock 
market, the time may be ripe to take a closer look at 
investing in global assets - stocks, bonds, and money 
market instruments based in foreign countries. 
Investing in international assets may increase your 
portfolio’s diversification, broaden your investment 
opportunities, and create the potential for increased 
returns in times when U.S. markets are down. 

Sending Your Investment Dollars Abroad 

Diversification, or spreading your investment dol¬ 
lars among multiple assets and asset classes, may 
help you moderate risk and increase your portfolio’s 
earnings potential. Taking a global investing strategy 
may allow you to further diversify your portfolio. 
Global investing can spread your money not just 
among different asset types, but among foreign mar¬ 
kets that often do not move in the same direction as 
U.S. markets. 

In 2001, for example, the Korea Composite Stock 
Price Index climbed 33 percent, while one of the 
broadest measures of the U.S. stock market, the 
Standard & Poor's 500 Stock Index, dropped nearly

Investing overseas as well as domestically can 
also generate: 

* Increased economic growth potential . Overseas 
markets, particularly those of emerging countries, 
may provide more growth potential than a mature 
market, such as that of the United States or Europe. 
In 2001, for example, China, South Korea, and 
Russia were considered some of the world’s best-per¬ 
forming stock markets. (Sources: Data from Shanghai 
Composite stock market index, Korean Stock 
Exchange, Russian Trading System [RTS], 2001.) 

* Greater opportunity . An estimated two-thirds of 
the world’s stock trades take place outside of the 
United States. By considering foreign stocks, you 
open your portfolio to more investment opportunities. 

Potential Risks To Consider 

It’s important to remember that a global investing 
strategy can potentially carry risks over and above 
typical investment risks. Fluctuations in foreign 
exchange rates, for example, can affect the value of 
your investment. When you invest in a foreign stock, 
your dollars are converted to local currency, such as 
euros, pesos, or pounds. So the value of your invest¬ 
ment changes as the value of the dollar rises and falls 
relative to that currency. 

For example, let’s say you own a mutual fund that 
invests in Mexican securities. If the value of the dollar 
falls relative to the peso, your investment will be worth 
more, because the pesos would convert into a greater 
number of dollars. Similarly, your investment would 
decrease if the dollar rises in relation to the peso. You 
may be able to moderate this risk, called “currency 
risk,” by diversifying your international holdings 
among more than one country or geographic region. 

Foreign stocks may also carry the risk of increased 
exposure to political or economic upheaval. Although 
emerging markets can carry strong potential for 
growth, they may be less stable when compared to 
nations with more developed economies. The emerg¬ 
ing market in Argentina, for example, has been 
severely hindered in the past year by the nation’s 
economic collapse.

Motor vehicle negligence 
Hit and run 

This case involves two plaintiffs. Plaintiff #1 was 
operating his pickup truck in the city. While in the 
process of making a right-hand turn, the plaintiff testi¬ 
fied that an unidentified vehicle struck his vehicle in 
the rear, causing his vehicle to spin out of control and 
crash into a snowbank. Neither of the plaintiffs could 
identify the other vehicle. Accordingly, plaintiff #1 
sought uninsurance benefits from his own policy of 
insurance. 

Discovery revealed that plaintiff #1 had filed sever¬ 
al uninsurance claims within the preceding 15 years. 
Further, the plaintiff had been involved in several 
workers’ compensation causes, claiming injury similar 
to the instant matter. The plaintiff’s counsel obtained 
medical records from previous incidents. 

The plaintiff had suffered a c5-6 herniation in an 
earlier motor vehicle accident. The plaintiff’s counsel 
argued that MRIs taken after the instant accident 
showed a herniation at c6-7, representing a new 
injury. The plaintiff’s counsel also argued that none of 
the previous medical records made mention of reflex 
sympathetic dystrophy, which was a main component 
of the first plaintiff’s instant claim. 

As for plaintiff #2, discovery revealed that he had 
never been in an accident. He did testify, however, 
that he had worked as a laborer for more than 40 
years and did suffer various neck and back injuries 
over the years. Plaintiff #2 had a lumbar strain (lum¬ 
bar disc bulge). 

The defendant’s counsel argued that any injuries 
revealed on a post-accident MRI were consistent with 
a lifetime of manual labor, and did not show evidence 
of trauma. Although the case was arbitrated nearly 
four years after the accident, neither plaintiff had ever 
returned to work. 

Both plaintiffs' counsel and the defendant’s coun¬ 
sel proffered expert medical testimony at the arbitra¬ 
tion. In addition, defense counsel called an accident 
reconstructionist to the stand who testified that in his 
opinion, the incident was “staged." 

Ultimately, plaintiff #1 received an award of 
$200,000 and plaintiff #2 received an award of 
$ 100 , 000 .

Lost in space??? 


Buyers are looking for space, so you need to clear 
yours out before you put your home on the market. 
This approach will help you find the space you thought 
you lost. 

Buyers love space: closet space, storage space, 
cupboard space, and space in the attic, basement, 
and garage. Buyers have to be sure that the home 
they buy has plenty of room for all their stuff. It’s 
imperative, then, that you show off your space by 
emptying it out. If buyers see that every closet and 
cabinet in your house is stuffed to the gills, they will go 
away with the impression that there’s just not enough 
space. 

Your house probably has plenty of space; you just 
probably have too much stuff. The solution is to clean 
out, clear out, and throw out. By sorting through clut¬ 
ter and junk, you’ll open up all sorts of space to 
impress prospective buyers. De-cluttering will bring 
on a light, spacious feel that appeals to everyone. 

Make a list of all the closets, built-ins, cupboards, 
cabinets, drawers, and any other place where you’ve 
been stashing stuff. Allow time to take on one closet, 
one drawer, or one cabinet at a time. De-cluttering 
takes time, so pace yourself. Make a calendar of 
these chores so you can stay on track and have your 
house ready for market in time. 

The first thing you’ll want to do is remove every¬ 
thing from the space you’re cleaning. Sort through the 
stuff, and ruthlessly discard things you don’t use and 
don’t want. 

Have two boxes or laundry baskets, one marked

In the kitchen, put all the cans of cat food togeth¬ 
er, soups together, pasta together, etc. Kitchen cup¬ 
boards are most attractive when they look well 
stocked, but not crammed'full. 

Group small items, and use organizers or small 
plastic containers so that things won’t shift, tip over, 
and look cluttered. This is particularly important in the 
kitchen and bathrooms where gadgets, accessories, 
and medicine bottles abound. Use drawer organizers 
to corral these items and keep the drawers tidy. 

Tri-fold linens so that no edges are showing. Stack 
towels and sheets by color. The linen closet will look 
neater and more orderly. 

If at all possible, use the same type of color hang¬ 
ers in all the clothes closets. Hang clothing as it is in 
a department store - all facing the same way and in 
groups. Add shoe racks and bins for toys, but be sure 
to leave both half-full. 

Create an out-of-the-way holding area for excess 
clutter and junk. Hold a yard sale or take everything to 
a local charity. If you don’t have a regular trash pick¬ 
up, make arrangements to have junk hauled away as 
soon as possible. Neatly pack, label, and store what 
you want to keep, but need to get out of the way.

Be aware of your 
posture while sleeping... 

During the cold, dark winter months, many of us 
find ourselves inside more. We tend to stay in bed a 
bit longer, also. 

The quality of our sleep has a major impact on the 
quality of our lives. During sleep, our bodies try to 
counteract the everyday effects of stress and strain. 
Sleep rejuvenates the body and soul, which allows 
one to be refreshed and rested. 

We spend about as much time sleeping as work¬ 
ing, so it’s important to make the best of those hours. 

First of all, proper bedding is essential. The bed¬ 
ding chosen must support the weight of your body 
without sagging, yet be pliable enough to accommo¬ 
date the contours of your spine, hips, shoulders, 
neck, and head. Sagging bedding places extra strain 
on your body that may be strain carried into the next 
day. Most mattresses need to be replaced every eight 
to 10 years. 

Two good sleeping postures are on your back or 
side. Back sleepers should sleep with one pillow 
under your neck to support the head. Try to avoid 
sleeping for long periods of time with your arms above 
your head; this can cause numbness in the arms and 
hands. A small pillow under the knees can help allevi¬ 
ate any lower-back pain. 

Side sleepers should also sleep with one pillow to 
help support the neck and head. Try not to sleep with 
your arm under your head and neck; this also can 
cause numbness in the arms and hands. Legs should 
be on top of each other with the knees bent. A small 
pillow between the knees can help with patients’ 
lower-back pain. 

Correct posture during sleep is important for opti¬ 
mum health. Next week, we’ll discuss further ways to 
sleep better and feel rested.

Complete Guide to Natural Therapeis and Alternative 
Treatments,” massage therapy is defined as the sys¬ 
tematic manipulation of the soft tissues, which 
relieves sore muscles and provides relaxation.

will position you on the table and will drape a large 
towel over areas of the body that are not being mas¬ 
saged.

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American Heart Association offers 
tips for a “HeartSafe” winter season 


Deaths from heart attacks-appear to be seasonal, 
peaking after Thanksgiving and extending through the 
holidays and winter season. While there may be a 
variety of factors that play into the rise in deaths, the 
American Heart Association advises certain cautions 
during the very coldest of months. 

Higher risk individuals are people who have exist¬ 
ing heart disease or who have had a stroke, high 
blood pressure, are overweight, smoke, have high 
cholesterol, lead a very sedentary lifestyle, or have a 
strong family history. Several factors may influence 
the trend toward more deaths at this time of year, 
including an increase in respiratory infections in the 
winter, increased workload on the heart from activities 
such as shoveling of heavy, wet snow; and environ¬ 
mental factors such as the use of fireplaces (which 
can deplete oxygen in the blood and place stress on 
the heart) and changes in atmospheric pressure have 
been identified. Dietary influences are also implicated, 
as we increase our food, alcohol, and salt consump¬ 
tion. 

For these individuals, the physical stress of the 
season may pose extra concern, and the American 
Heart Association is urging individuals to take a few 
simple precautions to avoid becoming a victim of sud¬ 
den cardiac death. 

‘‘Snow shoveling can be very intense labor," said 
James B. Kirchhoffer, M.D., chief of the Cardiology 
Division at Baystate Medical Center. 

He continued, "We use metabolic equivalents 
(METs) to measure how much exercise a person is 
doing. One MET is the amount of energy used at rest. 
Standing is two METs. Completing nine minutes of 
exercise on a treadmill exercise test is 10 METs, while 
shoveling snow can be equal to eight or 10 METs, 
depending on the shoveling speed and the weight of 
the snow. 

“I feel that people who would not be comfortable 
taking a stress test, walking about four miles per hour 
up a hill, should be very careful about how they shov¬ 
el snow, if they do at all," emphasized Dr. Kirchhoffer. 

Winter Weather And Snow Tips 

* Avoid sudden exertion, such as lifting a heavy 
shovel full of snow. Even walking through heavy, wet 
snow or snow drifts can strain the heart. 

* If the snow must be shoveled, try to identify a 


young person in the neighborhood who is physically 
fit. 

* It’s not safer for a woman .to shovel, particularly 
after menopause when risks for women are compara¬ 
ble to those of men. 

* For those at high risk, ask your physician how 
much physical exertion is acceptable for you. 

* Avoid hypothermia, which is a drop in body tem¬ 
perature to a subnormal level. Signs are lack of coor¬ 
dination, mental confusion, slowed reactions, shiver¬ 
ing, and sleepiness. 

* Don’t drink alcoholic beverages before going out¬ 
side; this will draw heat away from the body’s vital 
organs. 

* Wear layers of clothing to trap the air as protec¬ 
tive insulation - and don’t forget to wear a hat or head 
scarf, gloves, and warm socks to maintain body heat. 

Know The Warning Signs Of A Heart Attack 

* Uncomfortable pressure, fullness, squeezing, or 
pain in the center of the chest lasting more than a few 
minutes. 

* Pain spreading to the shoulders, neck, or arms. 

* Chest discomfort with lightheadedness, fainting, 
sweating, nausea, or shortness of breath. 

Know The Warning Signs Of A Stroke 

* Sudden weakness or numbness of the face, arm, 
or leg on one side of the body. 

* Sudden dimness or loss of vision, particularly in 
one eye. 

* Sudden loss of speech, or trouble talking or 
understanding speech. 

* Sudden severe headaches with no known or 
apparent cause. 

* Sudden, unexplained dizziness, unsteadiness, or 
sudden falls (especially along with any of the previous 
symptoms).

Photochromies... 

An alternative to sunglasses for some people are 
lenses called Photochromies. These lenses are light 
sensitive and will turn dark outside, yet remain light 
indoors. 

Originally, photochromic lenses were made only in 
glass and were called "photogreys.” Transitions are 
the plastic version and are becoming a much more 
prevalent option. 

Photogrey lenses tend to be slightly more scratch- 
resistent since they are made of glass and, therefore, 
are more popular with people who work outdoors and 
expose the lenses to dust, dirt, and other elements. 

Photogrey lenses get very dark outside, but they 
will not lighten as much as their plastic counterpart 
(Transitions) indoors. Glass also tends to be heavy 
compared to plastic lenses, making glass uncomfort¬ 
able if you wear a heavy prescription. 

Photogrey lenses are available in almost all pre¬ 
scriptions and types of lenses, and can be made in 
brown or gray.

Kenneth Gloss, the proprietor of the nationally- 
known Brattle Book Shop in Boston, will present a lec¬ 
ture on Tuesday, February 11th, at 7:00 p.m. at the 
Agawam Public Library, 750 Cooper Street. This 
event is free of charge and open to the public.

Jack, 2 TB chopped garlic, 2 TB lime juice, 1/2 C 
sugar, 1 TB fresh ginger, and 1 tsp. cardamom. 

Let your meat soak about an hour. Do not soak fish 
overnight (the lime and Jack could cook it). Remove 
the meat or fish from the marinate, and start to grill or 
broil the meat. 

Finish your BBQ 
sauce before you 
start to cook the 
meat or fish. Take 
the used marinate 
and cook it in a 
sauce pan. Simmer 
for 10 to 15 min. on 
a low heat. To the 
marinate, add 1/2 
C chopped tomato, 

1/4 tsp. of red pep¬ 
per flakes, 1/4 C 
fish stock or chick¬ 
en stock, 1/4 C Hoisen sauce (available in the 
Chinese section), a pinch of salt, and some fresh 
ground pepper. 

Let this all simmer for 15 min. Now, after the meat 
has cooked almost to done, start to apply the sauce 
with a pastry brush so thatall you do is add a glaze to 
the meat or fish. 

Cookin’ with booze ... what a great thing! So much 
flavor and so easy, too. 

I know you are thinking I have slipped a bolt. Try 
adding a TB or two of Yukon Jack into your salad 
dressing. You can add it to bottled Italian or French 
dressings to add a simple (yet sneaky) twist to your 
cooking. 

Halibut and Jack - they are both from those cold 
Canadian waters. Take your fish and slather it in melt¬ 
ed butter. Now, roll in this crunchy mix: 1 C crushed 
corn tortillas, 1 tsp. oregano, 1 TB Italian dressing 
powder, and 1/4 C flour. Now, fry them until they are 
golden brown. Reserve and, in the pan, pour off the 
oil. Add 2 TB of butter and allow to melt. 

To this, add 2 TB flour and let the flour “toast" 
(come to a golden hue). Now, pour in 1 C fish stock 
(you can use clam broth), 1/4 C Yukon Jack, the juice 
of one lime, and 1/2 C brown sugar. Allow to cook until

Agawam and Wayland are about 80 miles apart at 
opposite ends of the Massachusetts Turnpike. That 
distance was shortened considerably on Wednesday, 
January 22nd, when Jim Forti arrived at Agawam High 
School. 

Forti made a journey of the heart in honor of his 
son, Mark, who died of cancer on August 10, 1991 at 
the age of nine. Forti and his family have honored 
Mark’s memory by establishing the Mark Forti 
Leukemia Fund in order to help other vicitims of can¬ 
cer and their families. 

The fund makes grants to provide items such as 
stuffed animals, games, toys, puzzles, tickets to sport¬ 
ing events, concerts, or other items wished for by chil¬ 
dren during their chemotherapy treatments at 
Massachusetts General Hospital’s Pediatric 
Oncology/Hematology Clinic. The fund also makes 
financial assistance available to provide the families of 
these children with money to pay transportation and 
housing costs and other incidentals that arise while 
their child is undergoing treatment. 

Agawam High School’s Peer Leaders selected the 
Mark Forti Leukemia Fund in October 2002 as the 
recipient of the annual Costume Day fundraiser. Peer 
Leaders visited period one rooms to collect donations 
for two weeks prior to Halloween, and then awarded 
participation points based on the number of quarters 
collected and the number of students in the class¬ 
room.

Survey reveals colleges want more than high test scores 

teachers who respect their work in an academic disci¬ 
pline. 

Recommendations from teachers/counselors 


College-bound students are being turned away 
from the schools of their choice in record numbers. 
Colleges blame this situation on an unusually large 
number of qualified applicants, and the trend isn’t like¬ 
ly to reverse any time soon. 

This year, high schools graduated one of the 
largest senior classes in history and a record 63 per¬ 
cent of them will go on to college. With all of these 
qualified applicants, educational consultants stress 
the importance of knowing exactly what admission 
representatives are looking for. 

In a recent survey, the members of the 
Independent Educational Consultants Association 
(IECA) ranked the qualities that colleges look for in an 
applicant. According to Mark Sklarow, Executive 
Director of IECA, “Our members have found that while 
colleges used to search for the well-rounded student, 
colleges now seek outstanding students who will help 
shape a well-rounded student body.” 

Comparing this year’s results to a 1996 survey of 
IECA members, there are several notable differences. 
Test scores, for example, dropped from among the 
most important qualifications to midway on the list. 
Outside school activities, like community service and 
work experience, also fell in the ranking. Rising on the 
IECA list was a student’s special talents or experi¬ 
ences. 

The Top 10 Things Colleges Want 

1. A high school curriculum that challenges the 
student. 

Students should demonstrate a willingness to chal¬ 
lenge themselves with a rigorous program of studies. 
Academically successful students should include sev¬ 
eral Honors, I.B. and/or Advanced Placement classes. 

2. Grades that represent strong effort and an 
upward trend. 

Grades should show an upward trend over the 
years. However, slightly lower grades in a rigorous 


program are preferred to all A’s in less challenging 
coursework. 

These top two characteristics have remained 
unchanged in the ranking for five years. 

3. A well-written essay that provides insight into 
the student’s unique personality, values, and 
goals. 

The application essay should be thoughtful and 
highly personal. It should demonstrate careful and 
well-constructed writing. 

The essay moved up considerably on the list from 
seventh place on the last survey. 

4. Passionate involvement in a few activities, 
demonstrating leadership and initiative. 

Depth, not breadth, of experience is most impor¬ 
tant. 

Unchanged from the last survey. 

5. Solid scores on standardized tests (SAT, 
ACT). 

These should be consistent with high school per¬ 
formance. 

The importance of-test scroes dropped from 
extremely to moderately important. 

6. Special talents or experiences that contribute 
to a well-rounded student body. 

Anything that makes a student unique which adds 
to the diversity of the campus. 

This characteristic is an evolution of the lOth-place 
characteristic, “Anything special that makes the stu¬ 
dent stand out from the rest of the applicants,” that 
appeared on the last survey. 

7. Letters of recommendation from teachers 
and guidance counselor that give evidence of 
integrity, special skills, and positive character 
traits. 

Students should request recommendations from 


moved from eighth-place to seventh. 

8. Demonstrated enthusiasm often exhibited in 
an interview, towards attending the college. 

Colleges want to know, if they offer admittance, that 
the student will choose to go there. 

Commitment to attending debuted on the list this 
year. 

9. Out-of-school experiences, including work 
and community service, that illustrate responsibil¬ 
ity, dedication, and development of areas of inter¬ 
est. 

Work or other meaningful use of free time can 
demonstrate maturity. 

Work and volunteerism dropped from fifth on the 
last survey. 

10. Supplemental recommendations by adults 
who have had significant direct contact with the 
student. 

Letters from coaches or supervisors in long-term 
work or volunteer activities are valuable; however, 
recommendations from casual acquaintances or fam¬ 
ily friends, even if they are well-known, are rarely 
given much weight. 

Supplemental recommendations dropped slightly 
from the last survey.

Some of the dorms look 
nicer than other dorms, but all and all, everything 
looks good to you. So how do you decide? 

When making THE decision, do think about the fol¬ 
lowing. How far away do you really want to be? Right 
now it may seem awesome to really cut those aprong 
strings, to not have your parents bugging you all the 
time and to just be away.

Would you still like to have easy access to coming 
home? If you are far away, the cost of coming home 
could be prohibitive.

Brownies closing on tournament 
berth... 

Good times rot! on 

for AHS boys’ hoop 
after dropping West 
Side for 5th straight

The Agawam High boys’ basketball Brownies once 
again wore the victory cap after defeating arch-rival 
West Springfield, 56-45 on Monday night in West Side 
in a Suburban League match-up. 

After being shredded by the Terriers by 27 points in 
December, the Brownies continued their winning ways 
in this remarkable 38-point turnabout. The 11-point 
win, Agawam’s fifth straight, propped its record to 7- 
6 (6-4 in Suburban League), a six-year high water 
mark for the school (12-9 in the 1996-1997 season). 
Moreover, the Brownies are in the hunt to snare a 
tournament berth for the first time in six years. 

The locals need three wins in their final seven 
games to get into the March Division I dance. 

“The team really came together, even though we 
were shorthanded,” said first-year Coach Mike 
Vedovelli in reference to the absence of senior captain 
Joey Clark (ankle injury). “The kids showed they were 
hungrier this time for the win after they (the Terriers) 
came into our place and beat us by 27 points the last 
time.” 

Senior small forward Mario Maloni led the Brownies 
with 13 points. At presstime, Maloni was sixth in 
Suburban League scoring at 16.2 points per outing 
(he’s only 7/10’s of a point away from being third). 

Also outstanding was junior frontliner Justin Perry 
with his 12 points and 13 rebounds. Perry returned 
just in the nick of time from his bout with injury (he was 
out for a few weeks) to shore up the team’s inside bat¬ 
teries. Sophomore point guard Timothy Culhane 
showed up as well with nine points and six boards. 
Junior forward Tom Gorman added nine more points 
and eight boards. 

“Tom Gorman had his best game. And (senior cap¬ 
tain) David Bienia played great defense and shut 


down their best scorer (Eric Scott - 16.1 pts. per 
game) when we really needed him to,” observed 
Vedovelli. 

The Brownies didn’t exactly light it up in the early 
going, but they hung around long enough to seize a 
15-14 lead with five minutes left in the half. West Side 
never led again. By the half, the Brownies had nursed 
the lead to 23-19. 

An early surge by West Side to open the second 
half was doused by Maloni, who went on a three-hoop 
tear. One was a beautiful three-pointer that put the 
Brownies up by five with 12 minutes to go. 

West Side went on another run and actually tied the 
match at 32-all before Culhane fed junior Casey 
Federico (9 points) with a great pass. Federico drilled 
a trey for a 35-32 lead to begin a chain of 11 unan¬ 
swered points for the Brownies. 

Part of this huge momentum swing included a nifty 
inside move for two from Culhane. Thirty seconds 


later, Culhane was fouled. He made the first free 
throw but missed the second. There to clean-up the 
glass was Perry. He hit the deuce and was fouled, and 
the Brownies extended the advantage to 43-42. 

From there, the Brownies maintained their lead and 
West Side could draw no closer than eight the rest of 
the way. 

Vedovelli cautioned afterwards about looking too 
closely into the crystal ball as far as clinching a tour¬ 
nament berth is concerned. 

“We haven’t won it (made the tournament) yet, and 
we just need to keep playing like we are - as a team. 
Like I told the players, we’re a blue-collar team and 
you need to bring your lunch pail.” 

On Monday night, they certainly did. 

Next up for the Brownies is league-leader 
Minnechaug Regional (7-617-2 in league) at home on 
Thursday, January 30th. Game time is 7:30 p.m.

The Agawam High boys’ ski team remains in excel¬ 
lent shape in the A Division following race number four 
last Thursday at Berkshire East.

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AHS boys’ track goes for League title; girls seek share of flag 


For the Agawam High boys’ track team, opportuni¬ 
ty knocks. 

To Agawam High girls' track, the door is open to 
share the league championship for the second 
straight winter. 

That’s what’s at stake this Friday night, January 
31st, when the regular season of 2002-2003 Western 
Mass, indoor track concludes at Smith College. 

The Brownie boys - in first place in the Pioneer 
League at a perfect 6-0, and ranked second in the 
weekly “Fab Five Poll” - will enter into a showdown 
with a very good Minnechaug Regional team (5-1, 
fourth in the Fab Five) for the Pioneer League flag. 

Coach Dan Pryce and company can claim its first 
league title with a victory. 

A Minnechaug victory will probably forge a three- 
way tie with the Brownies and Amherst Regional for 
the regular-season bragging rights.

Now, it’s the defending Western Mass, champion

Yes, a victory for the Agawam girls on Friday night 
would taste very sweet, forcing a three-way tie for the 
league title (Agawam, Minnechaug, and Amherst) and 
also sending the Western Mass. Championships on 
Friday, February 7th, into a dogfight between favored 
Amherst, Minnechaug, the Brownies, and a surpris¬ 
ingly good East Longmeadow team (Valley League 
champs).

Yet, consecutive wins over Minnechaug Regional 
and Chicopee - where the Brownies finally put some 
numbers on the scoreboard - have Coach John Cirelli 
and his charges believing a tournament bid is still in 
the cards.

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Girls’ hoop upends Longmeadow, 35-34 
to move into 2nd place in Valley League 


The “meat grinder” that is this year’s Valley League 
in Division I schoolgirl hoops churned and churned 
when fifth-ranked Agawam High girls went to work on 
the hardwood occupied by the third-rated 
Longmeadow High Lancers on Tuesday evening 
(January 28th). 

The issue wasn’t decided until seven clicks 
remained on the clock and the Brownies (10-2) sur¬ 
vived, 35-34 before an emotionally-exhausted gather¬ 
ing. 

The Lancers were awarded a pair of foul shots 
when trailing 35-33 with seven seconds showing. The 
first one fell, but the second missed and the Brownies 
left the building in the winner’s circle. 

In scratching and clawing their way back into the 
Valley League, picture at 2-1, the locals trudged ahead 
of 11-2 Cathedral into the League’s second seat. (The 
Panthers lost to Longmeadow last week, and then 
were doused by 13-1 and 2-0 Minnechaug Regional 
Tuesday night in a key match.) 

So, go figure. Cathedral cracked Agawam by 13 at 
Cliff Kibbe Gym. Cathedral loses to both 
Longmeadow and Minnechaug. Longmeadow fails at 
home vs. the Brownies. 

With Minnechaug coming to town on Tuesday, 
February 4th, the Brownies can either force the 
Wilbraham school back into the pack or allow them¬ 
selves to be sandwiched in with the other teams chas¬ 
ing the Falcons. 

And one of basketball’s most basic themes - 
rebounding - undoubtedly will write the storyline on 
how well the Brownies fare on Tuesday. 

“It’s no coincidence that when we rebound, we are 
a very tough team to beat," remarked third-year 
Coach Bronwyn Monahan. “We out-rebounded 
Amherst (a surprisingly easy, 58-26 win last Friday 
night), and we out-rebounded Longmeadow. Both of 
those teams are bigger than us, but our defensive 
rebounding was very good. That wasn’t what hap¬ 
pened against Central (lop-sided loss) and 
Cathedral.” 

Senior captain Kristin Strole (a very solid 5’9-1/2”) 
snared 13 boards vs. Longmeadow while slugging it 
out with its tall timber under the glass all night long. 
She did the same against Amherst’s big frontliners 
last Friday night. 

"Rebounding has been a concern for us and with 
Kristin picking up her game lately, it takes the pres¬ 
sure off some of our other rebounders,’’ Monahan 
said. “She is stepping up against quality inside play¬ 
ers, and it’s coming at the right time." 

While Strole didn’t score, her physical presence 
underneath kept the Lancers from imposing their 
superior size and strength on the Brownies. 

In the losses vs. Central and Cathedral, the 
Brownies were further plagued by turnovers and poor 
shooting (on top of getting whipped on the boards). 
The turnovers and shaky shooting were each present 
Tuesday night. But the team’s usual defensive inten¬ 
sity - added with a 49-37 advantage on the boards - 
allowed them to battle back from a 17-11 half-time 


deficit. 

“Yes, we are still turning the ball over too much and 
we didn’t shoot particularly well. But I was very happy 
about our defensive intensity and rebounding. Both 
teams played great games defensively, and it was 
anyone’s game,” said Monahan. 

Only four Brownies scored. Freshman point guard 
Kara Powell led all scorers with 13 (only player in dou¬ 
ble digits). Junior guard Meg Gloster came of the 
bench and put up nine key points. Sophomore small 
forward Elise Davilli scored eight, and sophomore 
Stacy Boisvert added five. 

The Brownies had just one point from the foul line 
compared to Longmeadow’s eight. Powell and Gloster 
each bagged a three-pointer. 

In a low-scoring struggle such as this, Monahan 
called Gloster’s contributions enormous. "When you 
score just 35 points, someone off the bench scoring 
nine points is really like a 20-point performance,” said 
Monahan. “We’ve been using Meg more and more 
lately as a two guard, and it suits her better. She is 
able to come off screens and get a good look at the 
hoop.” 

Down the stretch, Davilli hit a pair of jumpers off the 
fast break and Boisvert used a nifty inside move to the 
hoop for a crucial deuce, as well as grabbing several 
key rebounds (she finished with six bounds; Powell 
added eight). 

Monahan laughed afterwards that prior to the 
game, she urged her charges to hold the Lancers 
under 40 points in order to seize the moment and 
head back over the South End Bridge with a win. “But 
when I told the kids to hold them under 40 points, I 
assumed we would score over 40 ourselves. I would 
have never thought we could win a game by scoring 
just 35 points,” added the coach.

Last Friday night’s rout over Amherst (a team 
blessed with two strong and talented inside movers 
and shakers) at Cliff Kibbe Gym had to be a pleasant 
surprise for everyone concerned. The Hurricanes 
were never in it. Not even close. 

The hosts were also playing short-handed. All-

ed floor time due to an ankle injury. And, All-Scholastic 
forward Meg Kelly remained sidelined with mono.
